SAIGON (AP) — American 


fighter-bombers destroyed or 
damaged more than 170 build- 
ings Sunday at military camps 
in the heaviest raids on the 
Haiphong-Haiphong area in 4% 
years, the U.S. Command an- 
nounced today.

UN re-assessment Is aim 
of campaign to cut cost 


UNfTEDr" NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP) — The United States has 
launched a new campaign to 
get the American assessment 
for the United Nations reduced 
to "no more than 25 per cent" 
of the world organization's 
regular budget. 


The U.S. tab in 1972 amount- 


ed to 31.52 per cent, or $64 mil- 
lion, the highest of the 132 U.N. 
members. 


In his first budget as U.N. 


secretary-general, Kurt Wald- 
heim has asked the General As- 
sembly to approve expenditures 
of $224 million in 1973, and in- 
crease of 5.17 per cent over 
1972 


A highly placed U.S. official 


told reporters the American 
move for a reduction "is not in 
retaliation for things the U.N. 
has done that we don't like ... 
although there are individuals 
in this country who would por- 
tray it in this light." 


A storm of criticism of the 


United Nations boiled up in 
Congress and elsewhere last 
year when Nationalist China 
was expelled in a stunning de- 
feat for the United States. The 


u.S. delegation advised the 
'General Assembly last year 
that it wanted a reduction to 25 
per cent. It renewed the cam- 
paign in a memorandum just 
issued to all members. 


The document, which became 


available for publication today, 
says that "the position main- 
tained by the United States and 
a number of other member 
states in 1946, that it is un- 
healthy for a worldwide organ- 
ization to be excessively de- 
pendent upon the financial con- 
tribution of any one member 
state, continues to be reflected 
strongly in American public 
opinion. 


"The view is widely held in 


the United States that in a vir- 
tually universal organization of 
sovereign, equal states, the to- 


tal membership must share its 
financial responsibilities more 
equitably." 


In addition to the budget as- 


sessment, the United States 
pays larger sums in voluntary 
contributions to U.N. activities. 


The memorandum points out 


that in 1971, for example, "the 
contributions of the 
United 


States to the activities of the 
United Nations system ap- 
proached one-half billion dol- 
lars, including humanitarian re- 
lief." 


The memorandum said the 


U.S. government hopes the re- 
duction in its assessment can 
be accomplished through the 
admission of new members and 
hikes in the assessments of a 
few members.

Audit of records is requested 


JOHN TALLANT 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Say- 


ing the results could be "very 
revealing," President Nixon's 
finance committee has asked 
congressional investigators to 
audit Sen. George McGovern's 
fund-raising records as closely 
as they did the Republicans'. 


"There mu&t be no reluctance 


on the part of the General Ac- 
counting Office to pursue as 
vigorously 
with Sen. 


McGovern's staff the kind of in- 
vestigation it has with the Fi- 
nance Committee," committee 
chairman Maurice Stans said 
Sunday. 


"We will anticipate a report 


equally extensive," he said, 
adding that the GOP has "rea- 
son to believe (the Democratic 
accounts) will be very reveal- 
ing." 


The former Commerce secre- 


tary's four-page statement, djs- 
tribued by Nixon's official Com- 
mittee for the Re-election of toe 
President, charged that the 
GAO report was a sloppy, polit- 
ically motivated job. 


"It is apparent that the 


strong and persistent pressures 
placed on the GAO by Demo- 


cratic members of the Congress 
are responsible to a high de- 
gree for the inaccuracies in the 
report," Stans said. 


John Connally, former Treas- 


ury secretary who's heading up 
the Democrats for Nixon drive, 
said on ABC's Issues and An- 
swers program that the GAO 
report is a "nettlesome thing." 


"I don't think it is going to be 


a major issue, anything of that 
land," the former Texas gover- 
nor and Lyndon B. Johnson 
protege said, "but I think it ob- 
viously doesn't help."

South Vietnam Saturday when 
his small observation plane col- 
lided with a South Vietnamese 
jet near Que Son. 


The South Vietnamese were 


reported driven out of the mili- 
tary compound that was the 
district headquarters at dusk 
Sunday after a series of North 
Vietnamese artillery and mor- 
tar attacks and ground as- 
saults. The compound is about 


the size of an average city 
block. 


The heavy shelling attacks 


wounded at least 40 South Viet- 
namese troops, and helicopters 
trying to evacuate them were 
driven back by North Vietnam- 
ese antiaircraft guns ringing 
the town.

She joined them after 
completing a two-month jail 
sentence for her part in the 
hoax.

pleaded guilty last June to 
charges that they swindled 
McGraw-Hill, Inc., out of $750,- 
000 for the fake Hughes book.

A common problem 
Hair loss after pregnancy

Dear Dr. Lamb—I enjoy 


reading your c o l u m n and 
hope you can help me. I am 
25 years old and have two 
c h i l d r e n . Since I've had 
them I seem to be losing a 
lot of hair. 1 have been told 
that a person who has been 
given gas during delivery 
will lose hair afterward. 


I wonder if I'm lacking a 


certain protein or vitamin. 1 
can scratch my scalp and 
the hair just falls out. I am 
on the nervous side lately. I 
also have been taking diet 
pills off and on for the past 
two years. I r e a l l y don't 
need them now since 1 lost 
all the weight I wanted to 
lose. 


My little girl, who is 3 


years old. has long blond 
hair which hasn't been cut 
since she was born. It hasn't 
seemed to grow any more 
during the past year and her 


hair seems to be falling out. 
This is another reason I won- 
der if we're lacking a vita- 
min or protein. 


1 should m e n t i o n that I 


have an oily skin problem 
and wash niy hair twice a 
week. 


Dear Reader—It is com- 


mon for women to lose hair 
after pregnancy. The condi- 
tion is temporary and usu- 
ally disappears within a year 
after delivery. This, how- 
ever, has nothing to do with 
having a gas anesthetic for 
the delivery. 


There are many causes tor 


excessive loss of hair includ- 
ing nervousness. In this re- 
gard if you're already "on 
the nervous side." I'm not 
sure that taking diet pills 
which usually cause nervous- 
ness is the best idea. Since 
you've lost all the w e i g h t 
you intend to. you should dis- 
continue this practice en- 
tirely. If you diet in the 


future, it might be wise for 
you to avoid diet pills. 


Some endocrine disorders 


including a low thyroid func- 
tion can contribute to loss ot 
hair and also oily scalp. The 
most frequent cause of loss 
of hair, however, is exces- 
sive beauty treatments that 
many women take, whether 
they are done at home or 
c o m m e r c i a l l y . Anything 
which pulls the hair too tight 
or a hair style which pulls 
the hair tightly will aggra- 
vate the normal loss of hair. 
Repeated uses of tints and 
dyes at too frequent inter- 
vals also can damage the 
hair follicles and result in 
loss of hair. Harsh sham- 
poos used too frequently can 
also cause difficulty rather 
than helping. As a general 
measure I usually recom- 
mend to people with falling 
hair to try to wash their hair 
about once a week with a 
mild shampoo, and to leave 


the hair loose and natural. 
Brush with a soft brush. If 
you continue to have a lot of 
falling hair ask your doctor 
about it. He may wish to do 
some tests to see how your 
endocrine glands are func- 
tioning. 


Regarding your little girl. 


hair is constantly being lost 
and replaced. All animals do 
this. Some do it by seasons. 
and this is the typical shed- 
ding or molting season. In 
humans the follicles produce 
hair on a staggered time 
basis so that some new hair 
is always being formed, and 
some old hair is reaching its 
n o r m a l life span continu- 
ously. Otherwise, we would 
have a molting season too. 


Hair does have a definite 


limit to the l e n g t h it will 
grow. When it gets to this 
length it stops growing and 
tends to fall. 1 suspect that 
this is the case with your 
little girl..

States won its first medal of 
the 20th Olympics today — a 
silver in small bore rifle shoot- 
ing — and can win its first two 
golds 
tonight

sault on Olympic records. 


America also has a solid 


chance for at least a bronze in 
women's diving. 


U-Ho-jun of North Korea 


broke both the Olympic and 
world records in the small bore 
rifle shoot with 599 out of a pos- 
sible 600. 


Vic Auer of North Hollywood, 


Calif., tied for the silver medal 
with Nicolae Rotaru of Ro- 
mania with 598, which tied the 
old Olympic record. 


Mark Spitz of Carmichael, 


Calif., sped through his 200-me- 
ter butterfly qualifying heat in 
2:02.11, one of three Americans 
to shatter the old Olympic 
standard of 2:06.6 set by Aus- 
tralia's Kevin Berry in 1964. 
The other U.S. record-breakers 
in the event were Gary Hall of 
Garden Grove, Calif., timed in 
2:03.70 and Robin Backhaus of 
Redlands, Calif., timed 
in 


2:03.11. 


In the men's 100-meter back- 


stroke, the Olympic standard of 
58.7 seconds set by East Ger- 
many's Roland Matthes in 1968, 
fell twice to Americans. 


First, Mike Stamm of San 


Diego, Calif., was timed in 
58.63 and then Mitch Ivey of 
San Jose, Calif., lowered the 
mark to 58.15. Matthes won his 
heat in 1:00.01. 


Meanwhile, there was good 


news for pole vaulter Bob Sea- 
gren. The International Ama- 
teur Athletic Federation re- 
versed itself and said he can 
use the pole with which he set 
his world record.

L WASHINGTON (AP) - A

mines last May. 


Intelligence 
sources sug- 


gested the action could be a 
forerunner to an effort to re- 
open North Vietnam's most im- 
portant port. 


Pentagon officials said the 


single minesweeper, which re- 
portedly has not yet attempted 
any clearing operations, would 
have only limited effect by it- 
self. But they are watching for 
reinforcements. 


Officials stressed the United 


States intends to keep the ports 
closed and that fresh mines 
would be laid to replace any 
that are removed. 


And they left open the possi- 


bility that U.S. air and naval 
units might attack to stop at- 
tempts to clear the channel into 
Haiphong. 


U.S. warplanes struck heavily 


in the Haiphong area over the 
weekend but there was no in- 
dication the minesweeper was 
hit. 


Intelligence specialists identi- 


fied the Chinese-built craft as a 
Woosung class minesweeper, a 
136-foot ship believed capable 
of clearing acoustic and possi- 
bly magnetic mines. 


The minesweeper normally 


operates in the Shanghai area, 
they said.

One assassin? Two? Controversy is still raging 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - A fo- 


rensic pathologist who con- 
cluded that it was "physically 
impossible" for only one gun- 
man to have slain former Pres- 
ident John F. Kennedy says 
"extremely relevant" evidence 
is missing from records of Ken- 
nedy's autopsy in the National 
Archives. 


Dr. Cyril H. Wecht, Alleghe- 


ny County coroner, is quoted in 
today's Pittsburgh Post-Gazette 
as calling the Kennedy assassi- 
nation an "incomplete case." 


"Very important pieces of 


evidence are simply absent 
with no comment on their 
whereabouts," Wecht told the 
newspaper. 


Among the missing mate- 


rials, Wecht said, are photo- 
graphs, microscopic slides and 
Kennedy's brain, which he said 
was to have been preserved. 


He said he would ask Burke 


Marshall, executor of the Ken- 
nedy estate, to authorize a 
complete review of the autopsy 
materials by a team of patholo- 
gists, radiologists and crimino- 
legists. 


"Let's have an honest and 


full review," Wecht told the 
Post-Gazette in a telephone in- 
terview from Connecticut. 
"Let's cut out the games." 


Wecht, who analyszed the au- 


topsy materials last week, as- 
serted at a news conference 
that 
the 
Warren Report's 


single-assassin theory is in- 
correct. 


"The fact is that the phsyical 


evidence shows that not any. 
one person could have been the 
shooter," he declared. "There 
had to have been at least two 
people shooting." 


A longtime critic of the War- 


ren Report, Wecht said its find- 
ings hinge on a theory that one 


bullet wounded Kennedy in the 
back seat of his limousine and 
struck and passed through for- 


mer Texas Gov. John B. Con- 
nally, who was riding in the 
front seat. 


Wecht said the single bullet 


theory "is absolutely untenable 
froma scientific standpoint."

Hew school idea: bankrupt/ 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind. (AP) 


— 
Befuddled 
students with 


grade problems can declare 
"academic bankruptcy" at In- 
diana University and return to 
school without a grade point 
deficit 
hanging 
over 
their 


heads. 


Among the 100 students in the 


College of Arts and Sciences 
who have asked to throw out a 
semester's worth of poor work 
are pregnant coeds, a youth 
whose mother was dying of 
cancer and those with crum- 
bling love affairs or family and 
psychiatric problems. 


They say this has kept them 


from going broke scholastically 
and helped "humanize" higher 
education. 


The actual marks cannot be 


expunged from a transcript. 
But the one "bankrupt semes- 
ter" allowed per student for 
any reason is not figured in 
their grade point average. 


School officials say the ex- 


perimental program, now in its 
second semester, is a step to- 
ward eliminating all Ds and Fs 
and making the transcript a 
record of proficiency — not 
failure. 


Dean Kenneth Gros Louis, 34- 


year-old originator of the pro- 
gram, said it indicates "a 
greater awareness of students 
as persons and the difficulties 
of living when you're between 
17 and 22. 


"If leniency means humaniz- 


ing an institution, then I'm all 
for it," he said. 


Most academically bankrupt 


.students are freshmen with tra- 
ditional problems of identity 
and orientation at a school that 
could be larger than their home 
town. 


One exasperated freshman 


dropped out after four weeks to 
hitchhike to California. Four 
months later he returned to 
"bankrupt" the lost semester 
and score straight A's. 


"I wish I'd declared bank- 


ruptcy," said one pretty Eng- 
lish major. "I ruined my 
grades and my love life. Now 
it's too late to patch up either." 


A typical case is that of Har- 


old Stafford, news editor of the 
Daily Student. Stafford 
de- 


clared bankruptcy after he 
crammed in too much journal- 
ism and not enough studying. 


"I simply worked too hard 


and when I realized it, it was 
too late," said the senior from 
South Bend. "Bankruptcy saved 
my grade point and chances for 
graduate school." 


Prof. Gates Agnew, chairman 


of a committee reviewing the 
system, said he does not yet 
have conclusive statistics on 


whether "bankruptcy is sup- 
porting a lame duck or allow- 
ing its wing to heal so it can 
take off and fly. 


"We're trying to find a bu- 


reaucratic way to avoid victi- 
mization of students without 
nurturing idleness and opening 
Pandora's Box," he said. 


Business mirror

NEW YORK (AP) — If you 


are on the road Labor Day 
weekend, you might obtain the 
impression that some Ameri- 
cans are not content to have a 
mere second home but that 
they must have one that moves. 


That impression precisely de- 


scribes the feelings of recrea- 
tion vehicle owners. There are 
about four million RVs on the 
road. More than half a million 
join the ranks each year. They 
are growing in size also. And 
they are being used year-round. 


This life style Is catching on 


so suddenly that some of the 
business community can't seem 
to understand it. 


In Wall Street, for example, 


analysts who otherwise are 
adept at making distinctions 
continue 
to 
confuse 


recreationalvehicles with 
mobile homes when, in fact, the 
two industries are quite 
distinct. 


Mobile homes are rarely seen 


on the road. They do have 
wheels and they can be towed, 
but generally their mobility is 
restricted to a trip from the 
dealer to a permanent site, 
where they are attached to a 
foundation. 


Broadly speaking, that leaves 


most of the other housing ac- 
commodations being towed or 
driven or hauled along the turn- 
pikes in the RV category, 
which means they are general- 
ly travel trailers, camper trail- 
ers, truck campers, pickup cov- 
ers or motor homes. 


Even the big automotive 


manufacturers, which stand to 
be among the biggest gainers 
from the boom, were surprised 
a year or so ago when they no- 
ticed a sudden rise in demand 


for pickup trucks to haul trail- 
ers and hold camper bodies. 


In 1970, General Motors sold 


560,000 pickup trucks. In 1971 
the figure rose to 680,000 units 
and then soared to 540,000 in 
only the first six months of 
1972. 
Catching on, some au- 


tomotive dealers now sell RVs 
as well. 


To call some of these vehicles 


home is, as even a fleeting 
glance will show, a bit of an 
overstatement. But it is no ex- 
aggeration for others, which 
have modern appliances and 
comforts, and their number is 
growing. 


"A lot of these people don't 


miss a thing in their rolling 
homes," says one manufac- 
turer. "They have their TV 
sets, air-conditioning, modern 
appliances and other con- 
veniences." 


The industry has compiled 


statistics showing that the aver- 
age RV family — 4.1 persons, 
headed by a white-collar work- 
er, 45, making $12,000 plus — 
spends 10 per cent of its timt in 
its vehicle. 


Production is soaring to ac- 


commodate buyers. Fewer than 
100,000 units were shipped in 
1961, but the total this year will 
be more than 600,000, and dol- 
lar volume might reach $2 bil- 
lion. 
The dollar figure is actually 


growing faster than the unit in- 
crease as buyers move up from 
the small, hut-like camping 
trailers to huge, bus-like motor 
homes and to the latest rage, 
"fifth-wheel" travel trailers. 


That fifth-wheel designation 


seems to be a misnomer, but 
the label sticks. The wheel real- 
ly is the coupling device that 
clamps the trailer's front over 
the rear of a pickup truck.
